new principal of 
University High 


school,

ordinary course of instruction in the 
seventh and eighth grades of gram- 
mar schools throiifrhout the country. 


It is to cut out this alleged '"rot"

teriaJ, it is Imposrible to prevent the 
forraation. of this sas under a. mult-i- 
tude of ililiersnt conditions. Where 
tliere is reason, to believe that car- 
bon monoxide is bcins liberated into 
the air 
of a v. orkins place with. 


more or less regularity, due to th« 
nature of the process involved, the 
air of such place bhould be sampled 
and analyzed from time to time. ., 


It being established that there is 


a carbon monoxide content in tho 
air every effort should bo made \<y 
remo\e it. Jueaks in mams, conduit", 
pipes or other carelessness on. the 
part cf the management or of em- 
ployees may be responsible, in wliicjj 
case the remedy is evident.
